Loeb partner, contended in testi- 
mony before the Senate Railroad 
Finance Committee that the pros- 
pectus was complete in all respects. 

The investigators produced 4 
“pro forma” balance sheet contained 
in the prospectus showing what the 
condition of the coal company would 
be after sale of the bonds and ap- 
plication of the proceeds. 

Butten weiser agreed that the bal- 
ance sheet did not disclose the 
coal company’s ownership of Le 
high Valley Railroad stock or its 
indebtedness in connection with 
stock purchases. 

“Tt didn’t because it shouldn't 
have, Buttenweiser insisted. He 
said the purpdse of a pro forma 
balance sheet was to show a fu- 
ture condition and that the Lehigh 
Valley transaction was liquidated 
through the bond issue.

Reasons for Recession. 

He told the committee that a 
sharp décline in Government spend- 
ing in 1987 had contributed to the 
factors which brought on the -busi- 
ness recession. 

He said there had been a drop 
of approximately $3,000,000,000 in 
the amount the Government con- 
tributed to “community spending” 
in the first 11 months of 1937, as 
compared with the same period of 
1936. 

The Government's contribution to 
community spending, he said, was 
the difference in the amount it col- 
lects in taxes (thus taking it out 
of the hands of persons who would 
spend it in business or to buy busi- 
ness products) and the total amount 
that it spends. 

Payment of the Soldiers’ Bonus 
in 1936, Eccles said, increased * to 
$3,500,000,000 the difference in the 
amount collected by the Govern- 
ment and the amount it disbursed. 
This, he said, came at a time when 
private business activity was er- 
panding. 

Social Security Tax. 

Collection or Social Security tax- 
es in 1937, however, helped cut 
down the difference in receipts and 
disbursements to approximately 
$400,000,000, Eccles said. 

By collecting ‘Social Security tax- 
es the Government took that 
amount of money out of the hands 
of persons who might have spent 
it in the business world, he said.

A new artery for shipment of war 
materials into China has been 
opened with completion of a bridge 
linking British and Chinese sections 
of the Hongkong-Canton motor 
road. 

Long lines of trucks carrying 
bombing planes of American and 
Italian make have moved out of 
Hongkong toward Canton since the 
bridge was finished tow Year's 
day. 

Hundreds of trucks of American 
and German make have been as- 
sembled at Hongkong and driven 
into the interior. The liner Conte 
Verde last week brought from 
Italy 1400 tons of aerial bombs 
which were transported to Canton. 
Other shipments of explosives have 
arrived at Hongkong almost daily 
from Europe. 

The British Government of 
Hongkong has permitted trans-ship- 
ment of war materials consigned 
to the Chinese Government, but 
has forbidden any activity that 
might result in accusations that the 
crown colony was being used as a 
base for Chinese military prepara- 
tion. 

Heretofore, almost daily Japanese 
bombardment of the Chinese sec- 
tion of the British-built railroad 
to Canton has held up daytime rail 
traffic, 

Yesterday’s Japanese air raid de- 
railed a train in a tunnel 120 miles 
north of Canton. Chinese said 24 
persons were killed. An interna- 
tional refugee express, returning to 
Hankow after carrying a number 
of foreigners to Hongkong, turned 
back to take the injured to safety. 


Third Victim of Mine Explosion. 

BREESE, III., Jan. 4.—Alex Mar- 
shall, 54 years old, died today in St.

„Hundreds of millions of dollars 
have been received and expended 
by the Federal Government for 
agencies thereof without having 
been covered into the Treasury and 
for which s proper accounting and 
audit is not had.” . 

He blamed the Treasury, in part, 
for the practice under which cer- 
tain Government-owned corpora- 
tions handle their funds in speciai 
checking accounts outside the 
budget. He asserted this method 
was being used by the JElectric 
Home and Farm Authority, the Ped- 
eral Deposit Insurance Corporation, 
the Federal Farm Cor- 
poration, the Federal Savings and 
Loan Insurance Corporation, the 
Home Owners’ Loan Corporation 
and the Virgin Islands Co. 

Elliott also said the Treasury re- 
fused to adopt a uniform system of 
bookkeeping symbols necessary for 
the standardization of Government 
accounts. 

Elliott’s report also heaped fuel

Lllinoisans, Who Were Fined $200 
Each, Say Feed Bait Is Not 
Forbidden by Law.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4-—-Two 
men convicted of “hunting wild 
ducks with the aid of corn” ap- 
pealed to the United States Su- 
preme Court today in their effort 
to escape payment of $200 fines. 

The two, Witt K. Cochrane and 
William K. Fellows, members of the 
Crane Lake Gun Club of Mason 
County, III., appealed from a deci- 
gion of the Seventh Circuit Court 
of Appeals upholding the convic- 
tion by a United States District 
Court in Southern Illinois.

Wife of Premier Molotov, Who Built Up 
Cosmetics Industry, Expected to 
Introduce Many New Products.

MOSCOW, Jan. 4.—Mme. Paulina | 


Karpovskaya. Zhemchushina, , who 
built up the Soviet Government's 
business in perfumes, soaps and lip- 
sticks, is perhaps the only woman 
in the world entitled to sit with 
her husband in Cabinet meetings. 

Mme. Zhemchuzhina, whose name 
would be Pauline Pearl in English, 
is the wife of Premier Vyacheslav 
Molotov in private Efe. She is 
vice-commissar of food industry, in

Now in her middle thirties, Pau- 
lina Zhemchuzhina has been mar- 
ried to the 47-year-old Premier 
about 10 years. In that time she 
bere a child, now about 7 years 
old, and developed the Soviet cos- 
metics industry intc one of the most 
successful enterprises in the na- 
tional economy. 

Much of her success is attributed 
to visits abroad, particularly to the 
United States, where she was the 
guest of Mrs. Franklin D. Roose- 
velt at the White House in 1936. 
From the United States Mme. Mo- 
lotov brought machinery for man- 

cosmetics and beauty 
shop technique. 

Promoted from manager of the 
Tezhe perfume trust of Moscow to 
head of the whole cosmet@s in- 
dustry, she put both American ma- 
chinery and technique to work to 
provide Soviet women with beauti- 
fying products, which Mme. Mo- 
lotov regards as necessaries. 

Beauty shops which Mme. Mo- 
lotov describes as “artistic,” have 
been opened in Moscow and in 
large cities in the provinces. Some

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CHINA UNTED BY WAR, 
NANKING BSHOP SAYS 


Catholic Prelate, Visiting Here, 
Declares Communism Issue 
Is False. 


A new spirit. of nationalism had 
arisen in China since Japanese 
forces had laid waste its cities and 
invaded its territory, said Bishop 
Yu Pin, at 36 Catholic Bishop at 
Nanking, who was in St. Louis to- 
day as the guest of the Rev. Mark 
K. Carroll, pastor f the Old Cathe- 
dral. 

Previously, the Bishop said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, the average 
Chinese soldier would explain that 
he was “fighting for himself or 
for his immediate superior, but now 
the men in the ranks were fighting 


for China, and were prepared to 
wage war indefinitely if driven into 
the vast interior of the country. 
“The people of China want peace,” 
Bishop Yu Pin said, “but they want 
a peace based on justice. They 
would prefer death to subjugation 
by Japan.” 8 
The Bishop asserted the claim 
of Japan that it was fighting Com- 
munism was untrue. So-called Com- 
munist forces in China, he asserted, 
were “brigands under another 
name.” The problem in China, he 
said, was one of production rather 
than distribution. 

To Return to China. 
Bishop Tu Pin, who was born in 
China and educated in Rome, said 
he would return to his diocese with- 
in a few weeks. He arrived here 
last night from Chicago, where he 
was a guest of Cardinal Mundelein, 
and will depart for Cincinnati to- 
night. : 

Before he left Nanking last Oc- 
tober, he was instrumental in or- 
ganizing the Red Cross on a war- 
time basis there, and has. aided’ in 
obtaining medical supplies from 
abroad. His visit to this country, 
his first, is prompted by a desire 
to acknowledge gifts, including 
those made by the Society for the 
Propagation of the Faith, and to 
enlist moral support for his country. 
Remarking that Japanese planes 
bombed Nanking as early as last 
August, Bishop Yu Pin said that 
scenes of suffering there were “in- 
describable.” His diocese, which em- 
braces the city, contains 40,000 com- 
municants, Bishop Yu Pin is the 
youngest of the 25 Catholic Bishops 
in China and only one Bishop in 
the world is hie junior—Bishop Ray- 
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ple hardly glaneing up when the 
planes soared overhead. 

Bishop Yu Pin called on Arch- 
bishop Glennon this morning and 
visited Kenrick Seminary and sev- 
eral other church institutions. He 
was interested.to learn from Father 
Carroll that for 173 years no pastor 
or assistant at the Old Cathedral 
has died in office there. 


BRITAIN BROADCASTS IN ARABIC 
TO FIGHT ITALIAN PROPAGANDA 


Radio Engineers in London Find 
No Interference, But Interrup- 
tions Are Reported at Cairo. 

LONDON, Jan. - Great Britain 
started broadcasts last night of 


Arabic. programs. designed to coun- 
teract Italian radio “propaganda.” 
Engineers gave close attention to 
Italian radio operations fearing 
possible interference; But appar- 
ently the first ot the series of short- 
wave news program in the Arabic 
language was unimpeded.

Although the reason for the up- 
turn at Liverpool was not clear, ca- 
biés ‘referred to “bullish aspects” 
of President Roosevelt’s message. 

Wheat prices here rose to early

At noon prices were frac- 
tionally below the highs.

Enlarged European demand both 
for wheat from North American 
and for United States corn accel- 
erated jumps of wheat and corn, 
with the Chicago corn market up 
more than a cent. 

Rushes to buy wheat were stimu- 
lated by cable comment that world 
wheat supplies of importing coun- 


tries were reduced to perilously low | 


levels. Dispatches from overseas 
emphasized assertions that inter- 
national political features of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s message to Con- 


wheat values were associated with 
the fact that present Canadian 
wheat supplies were the smallest 
in a decade.
